KAMENY LOSES 

The District of Columbia's non-voting delegate to Congress has been 
chosen. Dr. Franklin E. Kameny has lost. What is most remarkable to 
us about this is that he lost so overwhelmingly. With an unofficial 
total of 112,675 votes cast, Dr. Kameny received only 1,841, or 1.6 
percent. This presents an important question to our minds: what happen- 
ed to the Gay vote? We can only speculate; and our speculation leads 
to some discouraging conclusions. The main conclusion to be reached is 
that the Gay community didn't give a damn about getting one of their 
own in office. Certainly enough information was disseminated to reach 
all concerned. But it seems to us, here, that the Gays preferred to 
remain closeted and let a great opportunity pass them by. But a more 
important question is, what does this mean to Gay organizations already 
established? To us it means that we are fighting for something that 
few want to win. We are, in essence, running in place. Without the 
backing and support of the people we are trying to help, we cannot 
succeed. Or perhaps the majority of Gays expect the few of us who do 
work for the cause to fight their battles for them. We want to keep on. 
There is so much to do and our victories show that winning is possible. 
But the question is: Do you want to go on with us? We can't do it 
without you.
